1. Since the formal establishment of the CIJBYC on L May 19U9, its membership 
had increased through factories, schools, the army, and government offices 
to a total of more than three million in August 1950. However, only a small 
proportion of the total membership is active in promoting C’IDTC activities,

2o The leadership of the C1JDYC has found three main weaknesses in the present 
structure of the organizations 

a* The leadership deplores the low level of political consciousness which 

arises from a lack of proper education in Yiarxisi^Leninisnu For instance* 
VJAHG Kuo-chang ( jL }M 0) * member of a Dairen CUBIC small section, had 
been a member of the organization for over a year and did not know his 
rights and duties * The blame for his ignorance was placed on IAKG Hung- 
pin (/f'iw section chief, who neglected to educate his section, 

because ne, hShself, was apathetic. This lack of enthusiasm, as far as 
"learning 11 is concerned, has been a general symptom of t e weakness of 
the CUBIC o Since the emphasis has been put on "learning" by the Chinese 
Communists, most of the regular school hours are taken up with bond buying 
movements, peace movements, and campaigns for circulation of anti- 1 long 
Kong notes, and the students actually learn very little • Their enthusiasm 
is further dampened by the poor health conditions, especially in the 
universities e A Peiping university student receives from 50 to 65 catties 
of millet a month, out of which he has to purchase his other food. Under 
such low nutritional conditions, it is very difficult for the students 
to maintain a schedule af study and "learning" from 6 a„m 0 to 11 p 0 nu 
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The only help the CNDYG has given is to advise the students to manage 
their 65~catty mess ration better* 


The leadership is fighting against students* wavering belief in the 
Communist system because of American and other "imperialist" propaganda, 
which has been intensified since United Nations successes in Korea *

On 13 October, LI Fan^fu ( % ff^ £ ), chief of the Culture and Education 
Department of the Canton Military Control Commission, explained to a 
meeting of Nan Fang University Students in Canton that retreats in Korea 
were not defeats, but the adoption of a new strategy, such as the Chin- 
ese Communists adopted in 193*i, that would lead to eventual victory* 
These are only a few of the attempts by Chinese Communist leaders to 
bolster the failing morale of the students and arouse in them confidence 
in their racial background* 


C ° ^Hity and non-democratic behavior among the members of the 

C.jDYC is lowering the spirit of the organization as a whole* For instance* 
Youth Corps members in a Dairen cotton mill sub— section spend all the 
meeting time Criticizing the actions of the leaders* Too mary student 
groups have been objecting to appointments by the leadership instead of 
accepting these appointments as a manifestation of democratic centralism* 
louth oorps members who work in rural regions are dissatisfied with the 
poor conditions and are asking to resign* The CNDYG lias taken no steps 
to alleviate their situation* 


In an attempt to overhaul the entire structure of the CNDYG, on 3 August 

Cantral Committee ordered the publicity and education departments 
oi the local groups to engage in an active campaign to raise the level of 
political thinking in the corps and thus straighten out a rapidly deterior- 
aiding situation. The local departments were to report on the success of 
this program at a publicity conference to be held in October, On 13 Sept- 
emoer, however, the conference was postponed until the spring of 19$!, be- 
cause no action had been taken by the local departments. On h August, the 
oentral Committee requested all group cadres not engaged in production to 
take Part in the general purifying campaign of the Communist Party, so that 
through their own criticism and self-criticism the cadres might inspire the 
rank and xxle of the corps to correct thinking. 

From October 1 9h9 s when the Central Committee of the CiiDTC issued an order 
forming the China Adolescents and Childrens Corps (CACC), CACC membership 
climoed to 1*78,1*00 in April 1950, The CACC, 'with its red scarfs and Soviet 
salute, is a better copy of the Soviet Pioneer Corps than is the CMDjTC of 
Soviet Leninist Youth Corps, In April 1950, FENS r.'en-pin (jit, i ).. 
secretary general of the C3DZC, spoke at the first congress of the%ACC in 
Peiping, noting that the weakness of the CACC was in work cadres, mostly 
teachers, who tend to give the children training which 13 entirely too ab- 
stract, At the end of July 1950, the Education Ministry and the Central 
Committee of the CWDYC Jointly issued an order placing the CACC under the 
jurisdiction of local municipal and provincial educational administration 
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departments. Teachers who helped in the program were to have the hours 
spent there deducted from their own school work schedule. 

£<, The corps has been divided into t?ro cliques since its inception. One, headed 
by FK3S Hen-pin, supported by the late JUU Pi-shih (■}'£ tfrj follow -AO 

Tse-tungj the other, headed by assistant secretary LIAO'(jh*eng-chih (f£L 
if yjf ), is boviot-b acked . FF!!A criticises LIAO for wanting to admit Only 
qualified Communists anti keeping out the masses, while LIAO criticises FSIG 
for lowering standards and admitting reactionary elements. Thus youth leaders 
in large coastal cities where I/AO is strong, such as Shanghai and Canton, 
follow FRNQ's policy, and youth leaders in Soviet dominated cities in the 
1’ortheast and < urban areas follow LIAO. Soviet pressure to eliminate FS2JG 
is very strong, and with the death of Jffil Pi-shih on 2? October 1950, FIDO's 
position was greatly weakened. After the Soviet Youth Delegation inspection 
tour from 29 April to 26 May 195>0, some changes were made in the CiJDYC at 
the Soviet suggestion. The most important of these changes was the elimin- 
ation of the corps friends (t’uan yu) ( Jj £ ), or members over 2? who have 
all the privileges of a regular member cSccepfc voting, If ten these members 
were older Communists, followers of ”A0 Tse-tung, who had a great influence 
on the minds of the younger members. A further reform was expected after 
the meeting of ^the V/orld Federation of Democratic Youth in China in September 
and October 1950 „ However, LIAO and the Soviet Communists, believing that 
the CUBIC members are old enough to have been corrupted by western culture, 
are spending more energy on the development and expansion of the CACC.
